uring the invasion of Tarawa in 1943, landing 


craft ran aground more than a mile from shore 


on a coral reef that had been undetected by aerial 
reconnaissance. Many Marines were cut down by 
enemy fire while wading to shore in the hip-deep 
water. 


Plans were then being made for the invasion of 


Europe. Something had to be done to keep obstacles 
near the beaches in France from causing another 
Tarawa-like disaster. 


In the summer of 1943 a small group of Navy and 


Marine volunteers began training as the first under- 
water demolition team. Their later work in clearing 
the beaches for the invasion of Europe, and other 
amphibious landings during World War II, became 
legend. 


Today's UDT members work with improved equip- 


ment and undergo more extensive training than 
their predecessors, but the work is still much the same 
as it was 20 years ago: intelligence collection and 
demolition of targets and obstacles. 


Training is rugged, designed to produce men who 


are at home in the ocean and who can rely on their 
own physical endurance and knowledge as well as 
that of team members. Less than 40 percent of the 
volunteers who take the 24-week UDT course get 
through it. 


There are now four active underwater demolition 


teams, each with 15 officers and 101 enlisted men. 
The teams are divided into two-officer, 20-enlisted 
men platoons, trained and equipped to operate sep- 
arately or together.
